| New idea; new home 


Maner Godfrey of 537 S.W. Ninth St. received a 
first look Thursday at his new home, which will be 
installed next week on the site of his present home. 
Godfrey will be getting the home as part of a 
revolutionary new program being conducted by the 
Belle Glade Community Development Program.

The home was built by Perry 
Homes in North Palm Beach and will be delivered 
to the site in two sections. Gartner said the 
Godfrey's moved from their old home, which is now 
being demolished, Monday and the new home is to 
be delivered next Monday. The program has or is 
working on rehabilitation of 21 homes in the Belle 


Improvements planned at Glades Correctional 
Institution, including a $1.2 million food processing 
plant, and pre-treatment facilities for GCI sewer 
could mean good news in more ways than one. 

GCI Superintendent Robert Turner said 
Tuesday the state is now receiving from various 
companies vying for the right to build the new 
plant, which will include plans for the pre-treatment 
sewer facility., 

The facility is apparently the result of discussion 
which goes back several years between the facility 
and the City of Belle Glade. It is supposed to 
partially treat waste water from the canning 
facility, a soap goods plant at the institution and 
waste from the GCI slaughter house. 

The food processing plant, Turner said, is 
expected to be able to produce 400,000 number ten 
cans of vegetables per year, along with the ability to 
quick freeze food items. 

‘The new plant will replace a canning plant which 
was shut down in 1974, Turner said, because the 
machinery was aging and the plant could no longer 
pass state health requirements. 

"We will be p ing food grown at the 
institution,” he said, “along with some grown at, 
other institutions and some bought commercially 
when we need the vegetables to keep the plant 


running. 

Turner said GCI will be growing about 14 
different vegetables which will go through the plant, 
along with the orange and grapefruit juice already. 
coming from GCI groves. 

The plant is part of an overall plan, he said, to 
make GCI the food distributer for all the small state 
institutions in South Florida, a plant which includes

“Until now," he said, '*we've only sold beef and 
pork by the carcass. Under the new setup, we'll be 
fabricating the meat for the other institutions.” 

Turner said food of all types will be processed or 
bought in bulk by GCI and GCI truckers would 
then transport it to the other small institutions in 
South Florida for consumption. 

Another facet of the overall plan is an impending 
land swap between the Florida Internal 
Improvement Fund “IIF” and Pahokee Produce, 
Inc. (PPI) which could result in the construction of 
а brand new institution in Hendry County. 

That land swap involves a tradeoff between the 
state and PPI with PPI inheriting four sections of 
land near 20 Mile Bend which is now state-owned 
and the state getting six sections of land near 
Immokalee. 

There are 640 acres to a section of land. 

Should negotiations be completed, Turner said 
the proposed Hendry County institution would 
house some 450 inmates. If the talks break down, 
those inmates would come to GCI, boosing the total 
here to 1,250. 

Turner said there are now 800 inmates in the 
local institution at present. GCI was originally 
intended to house 550 in ths dormitories now 
available. He said the rise in prison population has 
cut the amount of floor space per inmate from 55 to 
37 square feet. 

“This will also mean,” Turner said, "that we'll 
need to add anothér five supervisory employes for 
the food processing plant and another nine farming 
supervisors. He said there are not current plans for 
full-scale production of frozen food. 

Turner pointed out that the plant will mean "a 
substantial savings to the taxpayers" since the 
Department of Offender Rehabilitation can produce 
food much cheaper than by buying it commercially. 

“The food cost at GCI, for instance," he said, 
"is $1.40 per day per man." 

One sidelight is that the label used for years on 
items produced by the DOR, including items 
ranging from canned food to janitorial supplies to 
tobacco, has been DC, standing for the old name of 
the state Division of Corrections. 

Turner said that label hasn't been changed, 
although he expects a change will come sometime in 
the future because of the new name. 

Belle Glade Мауог William Grear said he had 


recently been informed о! the  institution's 
expansion plans, including the pre-treatment 
facility. 


“This will be all in our favor if it goes through,” 
Grear said. "А pre-treatment facility is definitely 


out there and I think this is a sign they're aware of 
the problem and are going to do something.”

"UFW organizers are also 
forcing the issue in making 
farm employers unionize 
even though farm workers 
may not be willing to,"

"It enforces our concern

Their only 
contact with agriculture is at 
the local grocery store 
where they complain about 
constantly rising prices,” 

Concerning the high cost 
of food, Cowen said “Yous 
can't blame the farmer for 
all the increase. He only 
receives 38 cents out of each 
food dollar. Consumers are 
partially to blame. They 
don't realize that 28% of the 
things they buy in the 
grocery store are non-food 
items. We buy light bulbs, 
baby powder, panty hose, 
and razor blades and blame 
the whole grocery bill on the. 
farmer. 

“In the last 20 years,” he 
said "wages and salaries 
have increased 14 per cent 
while most food prices have 
remained about the same. A 
dozen eggs cost 67 cents in 
1952 and 65 cents yesterday, 
A pound of frying chicken 
was 61 cents in 1952 and 
today it’s 49 cents. We paid 
$1.11 in 1952 for a pound of 
round steak which now costs 
$1.49, and 28 cents for a loaf 
of whi read which cost 
only 16 cents in 1952. 

While most food prices 
have remained relatively 
constant, Cowen said, "farm. 
er's prices have skyrocket 
е Using the example of 
tractors, he said "the farmer 
spent $1450 on a tractor in 
1950 but today a new tractor 
costs 55600 or almost triple 
the 1950 price." According 
to national statistics, we 
spend only 16.6 per cent of 
our income after taxes for 


food items. In 1950, we 
spent 222 per cent and in 
1959, 20 per cent. 


The farmer is the only 
businessman who pays retail 
prices for his materials and 
supplies but must turn 
around and sell his end 
product for wholesale", he 
said.
